territories, and this meeting has. 
therefore, been convened in order 
to give all members of the Aszocia- 
tion an opportunity for. submitting 
any suggestions which they 
may think the Committee 
should make to the Govretm- 
ment, The Committee, as yon 
will = presently learn, has 
already considered and discussed 
various subjects, and I propose tc 
ontlise its views before calling 
mpon you to express your opinion 
on these questions, It should 
howerer, be understood that the 
Committee will be glad to hear the 
views of any member present, and 
thatall points raised will receive 
the.earnest consideration of the 
Committee, and, if deemed advis- 
abje, submitted to the Government. 

The first subject 1 propose to 
dea! swith i3, «the = Kow- 
loon Haspital. As the result of 
correspondence on this subject, 
we were requasted by the Govern- 
tment to expresa our opinion as to 
the most suitable site for a hos- 
pitalin Kowloon. A sub-commit- 
tee of this Association, composed 
of Drs. Balean and Strahan and 
the Hor. Secretary, was appointed 
to report upon the matter, and it 
suggested 8 site covering about 20 
rxeres and embracing a hb'll Jying 
between the roads from Kowloon 
City to, Sbamahuipo and from 
Waterloo Road to Kowleon City. 
The Association has received @ 
communication from the Govern- 
ment stating that it considera that 
the site referred to is the most 


tt svitable for purposes of the How- 


Toon Hospital, and that questions 
of detail are ucder consideration. 


)}, It now remains for ua to vigorous- 
‘lly urge upon the Government that 
i} no time shoald be lost in clearing 
:| the site, preparing the plans, and 
itinviting tenders for the construc. 


tion of the hospital. In the event 
of the Pablic Works Department 
considering that it. will be fulis 
ceeupied with various other im- 
portant works during the ensuing’ 
year, we regard it as desirable 
that the whole of the operations 
ineloded in this work. should be 
immediately entrusted te one of 
the local firms of architects, as 
has been done ip the case of other 
Government buildings. sch asthe 
Leighton Hitl quarters for its sub- 
ordinate officers. We trust that 
the Governmen: will pursue this 
course, as the need forthe hospital 
is of extreme urgency. 

The next question we have te 
consider is the Housing Problem. 
Tt has been somewhat disappoint- 
ing that the correspondence which 
hes passed between the Govern- 
ment acd the Association regard. 
ing the housing problem in hows 
Joon remains incomplete, the As- 
sociation not having received a 
reply to its last letter on the snb- 
ject, dateu April 26th, 1920.

patronage, improvements and ex- 
tensions would be introduced to 
render it thoreoghly = eificient, 
Apart fram the questivn off sites, 
the greatest obstacle to the erec- 
tion of detached and self-contain- 
id dwelling-henses is the excessive 
soak of construction; not neces 
sarily of materials, bat awing to 
che unreasonable provisions of the 
Public Heakh and Buildings 
Ordinance and the vexatious re 
itrictions of the Building Authori- 
y. Your Committee would gladly 
weltome a declaration from the 
Sovernment that it would be pre. 
pared to grant extensive modifica- 
sions of the Ordinance in question, 
‘Border to permit of the erection 
+f wooden dwe!ling-houses. These 
would not only be less expensive 
:0 build, bat your Committee 
learns from those having. exper- 
lence of such buildings in the most 
crying climates that their stability 
is beyond question. Ht shonld net 
be too much to expect the Govern- 
ment to erect a few of such haases, 
for sale or for r-nt, not only to 
serve az models but also to give 
an exact idea of their cost, It will 
be remembered that the Govern- 
ment a few years ago erected 
several of these hoases at Taipo, 
some of which were subsequently 
disposed of a3 places of residence 
to private citizens. Should the 
Government he disposed to re 
peat that enterprise, it would 
satisfy a pablic need by at ledst 
instituting enquiries regarding 
the possibility of adapting such 
houses td Iocal requirements. 
Buildings of this type are to be 
found in numerous cities through- 
out the world where the ravages 
of the white ant are equally en- 
dpred. They present a pictures- 
que spectacle in the suburbs of 
Shanghai, Singapore. Pengng, 
Tpeh, Kuala Lumpur, Manila, and 
even in the larger cities of Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, Tasmania, 
and in Japan, Korez and Formoss, 
not to mention Java, places where 
generally similar, if not more 
exacting, climatic conditions pre- 
yail. The provisions of the Ordin- 
ance regarding the thickness and 
height of walls must also be con- 
siderably modified; at least, so far 
a3 Kowloon suburbs are concern- 
ed. Such 2 concurrent attitude 
on the part of the Government 
would at once encourage the large 
number of residents who are eager 
and ready to remore to the oat- 
skirts of howloon, thas helpide 
not only to sclve the housing. pro- 
blem but also to develop the Kow- 
loon Peninsula and its environs, 
to the undouhtted enhancement of 
the attractiveness of the Colony. 
Your Committee anticipate that 
objections would be raised by the 
Government experts to all or any 
of the proposed medifications of 
the Public Health and Buildings 
Ordinance, buf the time has now 
arrived when the Public Works 
Departmert should be expected to 
render every ard equal assistance 
to the general public, as well as 
to ell architects and contractors. 
The sanitary’ provisions of the

to dwell upon is that of Lighting. 
The amount provided for in the 
current year’s Estimates for light- 
ing in Kowloon is $20,000, as com.

In such a 
rapidly growing district az Kow- 
loon there should not be any cur. 
tailment of expenditure under this 
head. Your Committee has, there 
fore prepared a chart of addition- 
al lights which it proposes to re 
quest the Government to instal 
without delay, and it would snob 
mit that provision should be made 
in the Estimates for the ensuing 
Year for such other lights as may 
suggest themselves in the course 
of the next twelve months. An- 
other point in connection with the 
question of tighting in Kowloon is

per unit for electric current, 23 
against only 18 cents in Hongkong, 
The time is most opportune for the 
Government and ‘Kowloon con- 
saumers to seriously consider what 
pressure may be exercised to per- 
suade the China Light and Power 
Company to redace its charges, 
not only for Jight but also for 
heating and motor power. There 


{the price 
in Hongkong), 
would be a further increase in the 
nomber of factories, ete, in Kow- 
loon. Sooner or later, an electric 
tram system will have to be estab- 
lished in Kowloon, and no doubt 
arrangements could be made for 
the installation of a large electric 
plant with the requisite capacity’ 
to cope with all future demands 
at a reasonable rate per unit. 

I now come to the question of 
“law and order” as enforced by 
the Police. Sometime ago it was 
advocated thaf the Land and 
Water Police at Kowloon Point 
should be maintained separately. 
This, your Committee understands, 
has not been effected, and it trusts 
that the advisability of sach a 
course will not be lost sight of by 
the Government, especially in view 
of the extension of the Land 
Police duties dae to the inaugur2- 
tion of the Kowloon Fire Brigade 
Station. which is gradually, if 
samewsoat tardily, approaching 
completion. Itis not an exaggera- 
tion to state that the Europeap 
Constable in the thoroughfares of 
Kovloon is surseyed as 2 rara 
srist and I onderstand that, 
recently, thére were only 
two Earopean constables available 
for patrol duty, which, of course, 
regects the law-abiding nature of 
the inhabitants! We do not con- 
sider the Water Police complement 
quite within the scope of our ace 
tivities, but we would certainly 
press for an inerezse tn the 
numerical strength of the Land 
Police, not. only of Kowloon Point, 
bot also of Yaumati and at al] 
stations in the New Territories.

That the Committes of the 
Wah “Hospital should “have 
decided to mark the Seb 
anniversary of the institution by 
providing facilities for even 
greater service, is in itself a 
tribute to the public-spiritednass 
af thoee who are responsible for 
tha management of thie institu. 
tion—one of the finest that the 
Colony has. His Excallency the 
the Governar, when laying the 
foundation stone of the naw 
wing yesterday, paid a Ligh cam- 
Pliment to the institutian and 
the Committee, rightly pointing 
out that all too few Europeans in 
this Colony realise what a trem- 
endonsly valuable work the 
hospital is doing. Not only in 
the matter af attending to its 

siants but in many other direc- 
tions the hospital, which is 
supported entirely by the Chinese, 
is performing a service to the 
community that ‘it would bard 
indeed to estimate at all 
adequately. Dr. C. W. McKenny’s 
repost for 1929 states that the 
number of in-patients during the 
year was oo fower than 7,0NR, 
whilst of out-patients there was 
the vary large number of 140,271. 
agreat many of whom received 
western treatment. In the 
details of tha report we are re- 
ferring to there is much that 
throws light on the carefal treat- 
ment that is given, and by the 
provision of & new wing 
acd of a matemity hospital, 
the Committee is performing 
areally valuable public service. 
The Chinese themselves are no! 
slow to realisasthat, for it was 
given out yesterday “that in re- 
sponsa to an appeal and a house- 
te-honsa collection the sam of 
$190,000 was raised—spfficient to 
provide for the new work now in 
hand.

Trade in the Colony is still 
‘stagnant. If the Kwangsi people 
in Canton agree to leave the 
Province, it is likely that better 
Prospects will be in sight. ‘There 
is at present a congestion af 
cargoin Hongkong that shoold

and Yunnan, at least a month 
ago. This is especially so in the 
casa of piece-goods that aro 
seasonable. Tho Chinese mer- 
chants are rather hopeful these 
Tast few days, and thar expect a 
revival in basiness before the 
Chineso Now Year. Stocks of 
metals are not very heavy, and 
many dealers anticipate a de- 
mand from Java and other 
neighbouring countries sooner or 
later. The restrictions now im- 
posed by the banters are neces- 
sary sod desirable. The only 
pity of it is that they were 
imposed’ rather-abruptly at the 
beginning. Commercial coun- 
. tries are inter-dependent upon 
each other, hence & set-back io 
one country affects the other.

Jn Hongkong the banks are 
exercising extreme caution. In 
some cases they have been over- 
cautions, and business has been 
Practically paralysed. It is no: 
really that the suction of the 
local Banks that has paralysed 
‘trade, bat the combiged action of 
the bankers all over the world. 
This drastic action may hasten 
tatters so tba: the worst may 

. come earlier, and then pass aways, 

giving place to moze normal and, 
thereforey better times. Is may 
kill more’ business concerns, but 
the end may justify the means. 
When prices’ of commodities 
had soared to their highest 
altitude and when practically 
the whole world was buying 
recklessly tha position was not 
so real. inasmuch asthe demand 
was not altogether genuine, but 
artificial.
